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RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the town Moderator determines the procedures to be used in 
Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to parliamen- 

tary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the Moderator's rules at any 
time, however. A motion to overturn the Moderator's rules, or establish new rules, 

will always take precedence to other business which is already "on the floor". 


So that you will know the ground rules by which we are maintaining order, these 
procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


e The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 

e¢ There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. 
(usually the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the 
warrant) 

e All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 

¢ Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and 
seconded. 

¢ All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. 
You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 

¢ When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 

e If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making an 
amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given time. 
When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, the 
amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will then 
continue considering the original motion as it has now been amended. If 
the amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in its form 
prior to the motion to amend. 

e Asecret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 5 
voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 

e A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in 
writing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be 
requested before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 











One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from the 
Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It's okay to get up and ask a question 
or make a comment (as long as it's relevant to what's on the table), but if you want 
the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your idea, you have to get it on the table 
with a motion. Let's work together to have a successful and efficient meeting.

Town meeting and the election of officers for the town and school district and for 
the State's Special Election for Executive Councilor for District No. 1, held to fill 
the late Ray Burton's seat, were held on Tuesday, March 11, 2014, at the Freedom 
Town Hall. The polls opened at 8:00 a.m., and Town Meeting commenced at 9:00 
a.m. 


The Moderator, Donald Johnson, opened the polls in the downstairs of the 
town hall at 8:00 a.m., noting the polls would remain open until 7 p.m. 


Those present downstairs at the time the polls opened: Donald Johnson, 
Moderator, Libby Priebe, Town Clerk, Sue Brown, Deputy Town Clerk, Rochelle 
Brooks and Alice Haslett, ballot clerks, Howard Bouve, Chuck Brooks and Anne 
Babb, assistants to the Moderator, and the Supervisors of the Checklist: Daniel 
Brooks, Pat McCoy and Carol Stansell. 


Mr. Johnson opened Town Meeting upstairs in the Town Hall at 9:00 a.m. 
After welcoming everybody, he announced that the previous evening, the Freedom 
School District had held its annual meeting and approved a bottom line of 
$3,552,990.00. 


Mr. Johnson directed the meeting to the annual Town Report, noting the 
Warrant starts on Page 22, the Rules of Procedure on Page 3, and explained the use 
of the voting cards provided by the supervisors of the checklist upon entry into the 
hall. 


Mr. Johnson held up a copy of this year's Town Report and gave special 
thanks and credit to Karen Hatch and Linda Farinella for a job well done and 
explained that the photo used on the cover was one of Karen's, depicting a view 
from her home. 


Mr. Johnson introduced the election officials: Donald Johnson, Moderator, 
Libby Priebe, Town Clerk, John Ratigan, Town Counsel; Neal Boyle, Les Babb and 
Ernest Day, Jr., Selectmen; Pat McCoy, Supervisor of the Checklist, assisted by Peg 
Scully, checking voters in at the door and providing the voting cards; and Anne 
Babb, sitting on the side of the hall, to assist with any written ballot items. 


Neal Boyle, Chairman of the Selectmen, welcomed everyone and thanked 
them for coming and explained that the meeting was being audio and video taped 
this year. Mr. Boyle asked anyone wanting to speak to please use the microphone 
so that everyone would be able to hear. 


Mr. Johnson asked anyone wishing to speak to come up to the front and be at 
the microphone, noting it was okay to speak from your seat, but people would need 
to speak up and if they couldn't be heard, he would insist that they go to the micro- 
phone. He also asked that everybody speaking announce their names first, no 
matter how many times they spoke, to assist with the minutes.

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FREEDOM PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Freedom Public Library has had another great year of serving the year-round 
and seasonal residents of the town. In 2014 we had increases in patron visits and in 
circulation across the board with 13,466 patron visits and 19,092 items borrowed, 
with juvenile fiction and nonfiction showing the greatest growth in books 
circulation and a whopping 57% and 35% increase in DVD and audiobook 
borrowing respectively. The downloadable book service has grown by over 35% 
in the last year. 


We had some exciting renovations completed inside the library this year. 
Bookshelves were built around the fireplace in the children's room adding much 
needed shelving to our growing children's collection along with eliminating a safety 
hazard. A generous donation by the extended Kidder family allowed us to complete 
several renovations. We built shelving for new books along with computer stations 
in the lobby. Purchase of an attractive leather bench completed the comfy area. The 
Young Adult collection expanded from its cramped quarters in the children's room 
to an area adjacent to the adult collection. New periodical shelving was also built in 
the children's room. These renovations were celebrated at an Open House during 
Freedom Rings in the Holidays. 


The Friends of the Library (FOL) hosted a gardening program and collaborated 
with the Freedom Historical Society to present two NH Humanities Council 
programs, all of which were very well attended. Participants in a 4-class workshop 
in Mah Jongg enjoyed it so much that they now meet three times a week to play at 
the library. The annual Winter Film Series which featured six foreign and domestic 
films for adults followed by a soup and bread supper was very popular. We host 
book clubs for adults and children and provide support for a private book club that 
meets off premises. 


Year-round children's programs include a monthly pizza and movie night during the 
school year preceded by an afterschool program for those students arriving directly 
from school on the bus. This program features an activity and a snack, now 
provided by Hannaford, as well as an opportunity for the children to use the 
library's Wii gaming system. Preschool storytime brings joy to young and 'older' 
every Wednesday morning. 


The FOL purchased passes providing free or reduced admission to eight area 
museums and attractions. New this year were passes for the Children's Museum in 
Dover, the Seacoast Science Center and Jackson Ski Touring. Our Books on Wheels 
program, providing library service to shut-ins, has been a real help to the small 
number of people who take advantage of it.

The Summer Reading Program for kids, teens and adults was another big success 
this year. We offered five weekly programs for kids and teens: preschool storytime, 
a writing workshop series, teen night, Fun Friday (activities for elementary-age) 
and pizza & movie nights. The highlight was a pet show at the library. 


We said goodbye to Library Assistant Judy Johnson who left the library in 
December after 11 years of cheerful service. A new position of Assistant Librarian 
was created, one with more professional responsibilities. Caroline Nickerson was 
chosen and begins work in early 2015. The Library Director, Elizabeth Rhymer, 
continues to pursue continuing education and professional development opportunities, 
and is now president of the Carroll County Library Co-op. 


We encourage all Freedom residents - year-round and seasonal - to get a library 
card and take advantage of all the resources available at our beautiful and 
welcoming library!

¢ Do not lie on concrete floors, and do no lean against concrete walls. 


Last Resort Outdoor Risk Reduction Tips 
If you are caught outside with no safe shelter anywhere nearby the following 
actions may reduce your risk: 
¢ Immediately get off elevated areas such as hills, mountain ridges or peaks 
¢ Never lie flat on the ground 
¢ Never shelter under an isolated tree 
¢ Never us a cliff or rocky overhang for shelter 
¢ Immediately get out and away from ponds, lakes and other bodies of water 
e Stay away from objects that conduct electricity (barbed wire fences, power 
lines, windmills, etc.)

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire 
Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency 
of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your 
local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required 
before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit 
is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with 
snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits 
the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local 
fire department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more 
information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to 
protect New Hampshire's forest resources. For more information please contact the 
Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


This past fire season started in early April with the first reported fire on April 7th. 
April, which is the traditional start to our spring fire season, began very dry with 
unseasonably dry conditions continuing through the entire month. This dry pattern 
continued through the first half of May. 80% of our reported fires this season 
occurred during this six week period. The largest fire was 24 acres, occurring in 
the town of Tamworth. From mid May through early September, above average 
rainfall kept our total acreage burned statewide at 72 acres. This is the smallest 
amount of acreage burned statewide in several years. Late August through late 
September though brought a dry trend to northern areas, resulting in several 
deep-burning remote fires. Our fire danger days correlated well with the days that 
there were fires actually reported. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers 
continues to operate on Class III or higher fire danger days. Our fire lookouts are 
credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their 
quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability was 
supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. 
Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which 
is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the 
fires during the 2014 season threatened structures, and a few structures were 
burned, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to 
their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and 
pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of 
flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are 
available at www.firewise.org.

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POLICE REPORT 


The Freedom Police Department consists of two full time officers. Officer 
Matthew Tyler was promoted to Sergeant this year. Sergeant Tyler has been with 
the Freedom Police Department for several years and has been our K-9 handler as 
well. This past year Sergeant Tyler handled some very serious sexual assault cases 
and has demonstrated a real devotion to his job and the Town of Freedom. I was 
very happy to give Sergeant Tyler this promotion and it was well earned. After 
cutting a full time position last year in a budget saving effort I had to hire several 
part-time officers to fill the void. James Mullen, who is the Chief of the Madison 
Police Department and has worked both full and part-time for the Town of Freedom 
stayed on part-time and as always, has been a huge asset. In April I hired Jon 
Evans. Jon moved to the area from western New Hampshire and was a police 
officer there. Jon has done an outstanding job since he has been here and brought a 
great deal of experience with him. Jon has also taken on the task of Animal Control 
Officer since Joanne Gayer moved away this past summer. Joe Duchesne is the full 
time Lieutenant for the Ossipee Police Department and has worked part time for the 
Town of Freedom for several years as well and has helped me enormously over the 
past year. Bob King also works for the Ossipee Police Department as a Sergeant 
and has worked full-time for Freedom in the past and still works here part-time. 
Bob does all of our prosecution and really has been a priceless commodity for the 
Freedom Police Department. The other Officers on the roster are James Hayford 
who is a full time Corporal at the Madison Police Department, Ted Colby who is a 
full-time lieutenant at the Madison Police Department and Wayne Valley who is a 
full-time Patrolman for the Ossipee Police Department. 


Our calls for service this year went up considerably. I asked all of my 
Officers this year to take a more proactive policing approach. I asked this in the 
hope that it would give Sergeant Tyler and I more time to focus on the more 
complex time consuming investigations. This approach worked very well in theory, 
however I received several complaints from residents about it. I want everyone to 
understand that nobody was being targeted and stopping cars for minor motor 
vehicle violations is a tool law enforcement uses to discover larger more serious 
crimes against society. If an officer stops a thousand cars in a year and writes 200 
tickets for uninspected vehicles that's fine but is not really helping anything or 
anybody. If that same officer making those thousand car stops makes a couple of 
D.W.I. arrests or discovers some drugs or stolen property taken in a burglary or a 
domestic violence situation in progress that is outstanding, he may have saved a life 
or prevented or more serious crime from occurring. Police work in general is an 
information gathering endeavor. I know being stopped is annoying and can be a 
stressful experience for some people but there is a reason for it. We are all trained 
as law enforcement officers to "Look beyond the traffic stop". The Freedom Police 
Department and the Town of Freedom and its' citizens are currently in a very good 
position with the highly trained and experienced staff that we have. 
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Freedom is still a small town and I am easily available. If you need to 
speak with me or any of my Officers do not hesitate to call. The Carroll County 
Communications Center dispatches for us and the number to call is 539-2284.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


2014 was a quiet year for applications-the board acted on two two-lot subdivisions, 
a site plan review for Camp Cody, and a few mergers of lots. We had a joint 
meeting with the Zoning Board of Adjustment (ZBA) and continue to work with the 
Code Enforcement Officer and the ZBA to identify and clarify areas of the zoning 
ordinance they find difficult to interpret. You will see the results of this work in the 
ballot questions for this year. (Please read on. They are described below.) 


Otherwise, we have spent our time planning. The board is working on an update to 
the master plan, which is mandated by the state. Its purpose is to "set down as 
clearly and practically as possible the best and most appropriate future development 
of [Freedom], to aid the board in designing ordinances that result in preserving and 
enhancing the unique quality of life and culture of New Hampshire, and to guide 
the board in the performance of its other duties..." (NH RSA 674:2) 


In July, with the help of Dennis Delay of the NH Center for Public Policy Studies, 
we held a well-attended presentation/discussion of "The Changing Demographics of 
Freedom and Carroll County" to set a base line for the look into the future that the 
master plan requires. This report is on the town website at: 
http://www.townoffreedom.net/boardsnew/planning.htm. 


The next step in updating the master plan is to conduct a community survey to ask 
Freedom property owners and residents their views of Freedom's future. You will 
receive this survey in May and the board asks that you fill it out and return it, 
please. The results of this survey will guide the development of the master 
plan-and Freedom's future. We need your views! 


Zoning Amendments 


This year, the planning board is proposing 5 amendments to the zoning ordinance, 
which you will see on the ballot as Article 2 through Article 6 (after Article 1 to 
elect town officers). They start with an explanation, and then show the actual 
language that will be on the ballot. 


As in the last few years, a number of them address development in the protected 
shorefront (300 feet from the high water mark). The board has focused on the 
shore front because water quality is important to maintaining the town's tax base. 


Amendment #1: Incorporate the state requirement for a shore land permit t 


the Ordinance 


Explanation: Any person doing construction, excavation, or filling in the protected 
shorefront needs a state permit. The purpose of the permitting process is to ensure 
that people undertaking these projects prevent erosion into a waterbody during and 
after construction that can degrade water quality. If the project is small, state law 
provides for a "permit by notification." The state must respond within 10 days or 
the application is considered approved. 


This amendment adds the requirement for a permit by notification to the Freedom 
Zoning Ordinance. Adding this section will place no additional requirements on the 
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applicant above what is currently required by state law. 


This amendment asks that an applicant who has received a state permit by 
notification also obtain a town permit. The permit is issued by the Zoning Officer 
after completion of an application (basically describing the project) and the receipt 
of one copy of the state application materials and the state issued permit by 
notification. In the past, many of these projects required a special exception grant- 
ed by the Zoning Board of Adjustment. This change will simplify applications for 
small projects by eliminating the need for the applicant to go to the ZBA. The final 
sentence says that Table 304.5 which lists uses in the Shore front district will be 
updated to show this change. 


Ballot Language: ARTICLE 2: (To vote by Official Ballot): 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. | as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town zoning ordinance as follows: Add section 304.6.1 to the zoning 
ordinance to require a town permit for construction, excavation, and filling within 
the protected shoreland. The Freedom Zoning Officer will issue a zoning permit 
upon receipt of an application and reviewing the state application materials and the 
state permit. If this ARTICLE passes, table 304.5 will be revised to reflect this 
change. 


Amendment #2: Repeal section 304.6.3.2 


Explanation: The current zoning ordinance allows the Zoning Officer to grant 
permits (without the need for the applicant to go to the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment) on construction projects not exceeding 600 square feet of disturbance. 
If Amendment #1 (section 304.6.2) passes, all of the projects included in this 
section will be covered by Amendment #1, so this amendment asks for its repeal. 
The final sentence says that, if Amendment #1 does not pass, this section will stay 
in effect. 


Ballot Language: ARTICLE 3: (To vote by Official Ballot): 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town zoning ordinance as follows: Repeal section 304.6.3.2 
Construction Not Exceeding 600 Square Feet of Disturbance because the adoption 
of section 304.6.1 will cover all construction projects of 600 feet and under. The 
repeal of this article shall become effective only if ARTICLE 2 (amendment 1, 
above) is adopted. 


Amendment #3 Change the 10% Coverage Calculation in Section 310.1.5 


Explanation: The current ordinance requires that all structures on a lot not exceed 
10% of the lot's area. The current calculation contains the area of all "structures," 
including walls, stairs to the water, decks that may allow water to go into the 
ground (rather than into the water body). On small lots, this can be constraining. 


This amendment would change the 10% coverage calculation to include the area of 
the lot covered by roofs. For example, if an applicant is proposing to add a covered 
porch or a garage, the area of the structure would be included. If the addition is a 
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deck that allows water to percolate into the ground, not run off into the lake, the 
area of the deck would not be included. 


In most cases, these projects would also be subject to the permit by notification 
requirement described in Amendment #1 above. So, the Zoning Officer, in giving a 
permit under this section of the ordinance, would also be looking for the state 
permit by notification-with its erosion control plans, which protect water quality. 


Ballot Language: ARTICLE 4: (To vote by Official Ballot): 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town zoning ordinance as follows: Change section 310.1.5, the 10% 
coverage rule for structures on lots, to change the method of calculating the 
coverage to include area of the lot covered by roofs. (Amendment #1, adding sec- 
tion 304.6.1, will cover all other impervious surfaces.) 


Amendment #4: All rtified Arborists to Give inions on Dead, Diseased 
or Unsafe Trees 


Explanation: Currently, property owners who have dead, diseased, or unsafe trees 
on their property must get a permit to remove the tree(s) from the Zoning Officer. 
If the zoning officer can determine that the tree is dead, diseased, or unsafe by 
visual inspection, he will issue a permit. If, after visual inspection, the Zoning 
Officer is not sure of the condition, the current ordinance requires the opinion of a 
licensed NH forester. The amendment would allow a certified arborist or a licensed 
NH forester to provide an opinion. 


Ballot Language ARTICLE 5: (To vote by Official Ballot): 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 4 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town zoning ordinance as follows: Modify the requirements in 
section 304.6.5.7 regarding cutting dead, diseased, and unsafe trees to allow an 
applicant wishing to remove dead, diseased, or unsafe trees to obtain the opinion of 
a certified arborist as well as licensed NH forester to attest to the condition of the 
tree(s). 


Amendment #5: Add a Definition of Livin ace to the Zonin rdinan 


Explanation: The ordinance contains a definition of a dwelling unit and specifies 
the requirements and limitations of adding a dwelling unit to any lot. Some 
property owners want to use out buildings or other structures as "living space," but 
the ordinance does not address what living space is. The proposed definition is: 
"Living space is space used for recreational activities, sleeping, storage, or other 
uses accessory to the primary home. Living space cannot include a stove and/or 
other cooking appliances. Inclusion of a stove or other cooking appliances creates a 
dwelling unit. Any living space used for sleeping must meet all building code and 
life safety requirements." 


This amendment asks you to approve the addition of a definition of living space to 
the ordinance. 
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Ballot Language: ARTICLE 6: (To vote by Official Ballot): 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 5 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town zoning ordinance as follows: Add a definition of living space 
to section 1802 to clarify what living space is and the requirements for using parts 
of structures as living space. 


Lastly, I would like to thank the board members who worked so diligently this year: 
Peter Park, Vice Chair, Bill Elliott, Jean Marshall, Janet Meyers, Maynard 
Thomson, and Les Babb, Selectmen's representative. I'd also like to thank Dianne 
Park, our recording secretary who makes great sense out of complex conversations, 
and Linda Farinella, whose work behind the scenes keeps the board going.

It is time again for the annual Zoning Officer report. Details of the number of 
new homes and additions can be found in the Building Inspector's report, which 
leaves room to consider zoning from a broader view. As Zoning Officer, I am 
involved with the practicality of zoning which occurs when an applicant presents a 
proposal for a project involving land use; that is when the applicant either meets 
the conditions to carry out his/her project, or not. 


Having a zoning ordinance is having a written code which directs what 
landowners can or cannot do on their properties. That is generally true, but what if 
the small size (for example) of the property prohibits the building of a garage 
without going into the setbacks because of the lack of space? Or what if there is a 
large boulder (erratic) in the way, or a large depression prohibiting the positioning 
of the building any where but in the setbacks? Is it reasonable, and in the spirit of 
an ordinance, that safety from ice and snow outweigh prohibitory wording of an 
ordinance? An applicant may get relief from the Zoning Board of Adjustment 
through a variance, and therefore in some cases, within the guidelines it is required 
to follow, the Board can allow reasonable requests where the benefit to the 
applicant outweighs the strict letter of the code. This may seem contrary to the 
purpose of an ordinance, but is rather part of the core of the Zoning Board's role. 


A zoning ordinance therefore protects a town from unreasonable impacts, while 
allowing requests for projects with reasonable requests. No ordinance is perfect, 
and there are "what ifs" that can be pointed out, even in the simple example above. 
An ordinance is a working document which can be, and often is, in Freedom, 
changed. It is a positive document if composed to allow people to do what is rea- 
sonable with their land yet protecting the health, safety and general welfare of the 
people. It is a detailed working expression of the broader view of zoning (Master 
Plan) voted by the Planning Board, representatives of the people.

The Zoning Board of Adjustment reviewed 22 cases in 2014; thirteen of those 
applications included requests for dimensional variances (requests to build new 
structures or additions which are located at least in part in the side, front, or rear 
setbacks).

Granted a special exception to allow Timothy G. Reed Revocable Trust and 
Jeffrey Reed to replace an existing retaining wall that required erosion 
control in the Shore Front District. 

Granted a special exception to allow Wayne Wenzel to construct a garage 
requiring erosion control in the Shore Front District. 

Granted a special exception to allow Sherwood Forest, LLC to replace 
sona tubes requiring erosion control in the Shore Front District. 

Granted a special exception to allow Franklin and Deborah Sanborn to 
change from a single apartment unit to two apartment units and continue 
retail store in the Light Commercial District. 

Granted a special exception to allow Edward Hennessey and Harriet 
Fishman to rebuild home requiring erosion control within the Shore Front 
District. 

Granted a special exception to allow Wittrock Revocable Trust to remove 
trees and replace failed septic in the Shore Front District. 

Granted a special exception to allow Thomas Murray a home occupation. 
Granted a special exception to allow George Hecker to replace a septic 
system requiring erosion control within the Shore Front District. 

Granted a special exception to allow Mark and Susan Goldstein to replace 
an existing stone retaining wall including relocating, reorganizing and 
replacing stones and stairs that required erosion control within the Shore 
Front District. 

Granted a special exception to allow John Femino to replace a boat house 
foundation requiring erosion control within the Shore Front District. 
Granted a special exception to Camp Cody to relocate five cabins further 
from the lake requiring erosion control within the Shore Front District. 
Granted a special exception to Robert Bergevin and Pauline Dunlap to cut 
trees and construct a foundation and septic requiring erosion control within 
the Shore Front Setback. 


Special exceptions are uses that are allowed provided criteria outlined in the Town 
Zoning Ordinance are met.

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FOREST ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Town Forest is now on the eve of its 10th year. Timber harvests to date 
have been conducted with a mindset to revitalize the forest for sustainability of 
future growth, and promote increased wildlife habitat. Our Forester BH Keith 
Associates has done a great job in what Barry calls, "fixing a bad haircut", from the 
years before, where the forest was subject to chaotic high grade timber harvests. 
With Best Management Practices applied, after 10 years, we are now at a point 
where we have "cleaned up" the Town Forest and established a good mix of ideal 
forest habitat for the widest possible range and benefit of wildlife habitat, timber 
sustainability, and recreational uses. 


In preparation of the ten year anniversary, the FAC has been focused on the 
required 10 year update to the Stewardship Plan overseen by the State. 


In tandem, a Wildlife Habitat Plan for the Forest is nearly completed, and 
will serve as an ongoing supplement and guideline for forest management projects 
to the benefit of sustaining and improving wildlife habitat on the property. Aside 
from routine maintenance, and day to operations, the FAC is also working on 
another special project; a pictorial power point presentation outlining all the many 
development of the Town Forest to date. We are planning for completion by 
October of this year.

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FREEDOM AQUATIC INVASIVE SPECIES COMMITTEE 
(FAISC) 


Invasive species are becoming a significant challenge throughout the country 
and New Hampshire has not avoided these destructive assaults. We are currently 
focused on variable milfoil - an aquatic invasive plant that is remarkably adaptable. 
Complete eradication is practically impossible so our plans deal with minimizing 
current infestations through active management and employing preventative 
measures to reduce the risk of new plant colonies. 

In order to provide more focus on aquatic invasive species, the Freedom Board of 
Selectmen stood up a new committee in 2014 with the sole focus of managing the 
control of aquatic invasive species in our lakes, streams, and ponds. The charter of 
this group is as follows: 


MISSION STATEMENT: 

The Freedom Aquatic Invasive Species Committee is appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen for the purpose of identifying and reporting on all aquatic invasive 
species in Freedom's lakes and streams and recommends treatment for same. 


SCOPE: 

ie In conjunction with New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services, recommend any needed treatments. Pursue all avenues for 
funding and pricing for treatments including grants. 

a Oversee all treatments and expenditures with state certified suppliers. 

a Maintain close communication with lake abutters within treatment 
areas. 

4. Implement and oversee any educational and preventative programs. 

ap Coordinate with other towns that are part of Lake Ossipee watershed. 

6. Represent the town in the pursuit of funding and oversight of aquatic 
invasive species. 

7 Publicize efforts to Freedom residents, taxpayers and to the general 
public. 

8. Undertake any and all other activities authorized by the Board of 
Selectmen. 


Human activity is believed to be the primary mechanism for the spreading of 
variable milfoil. Therefore, educating all of our water body users is essential to our 
work. In order to take a more proactive approach to the problem of invasive 
species, we again applied for and received a Lake Host grant, from New Hampshire 
Lakes Association, that allowed us to conduct boat inspections and provide 
education to visitors of Lake Ossipee and its bays. Through the support of Kevin 
Price, owner of Ossipee Lake Marina, and his general manager Tim Kupka, we 
were able to conduct over 600 boat inspections last summer at this location! 
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One of the most enjoyable aspects of our FAISC efforts is being on the lakes 
and ponds as we: 


e Conduct surveys to look for new infestations and to characterize 
existing milfoil sites. 

° Work with contractors as we help them to prioritize the work and 
ensure local support. 

° Respond to calls from concerned citizens who think that they may 


have identified milfoil. 


We continue to work closely with the milfoil groups of Effingham and 
Ossipee to communicate what we are doing as well as to learn from their progress. 


Once again in 2014 we took a dual path approach to milfoil control: 

° Diver Assisted Suction Harvesting (DASH) - services provided by 
New England Milfoil 

e Herbicide treatment - services provided by Aquatic Control 
Technologies 


We were fortunate to receive NHDES grants again this year to supplement 
out local funding sources. Spending for 2014 is summarized as follows: 

° $6,500. Budget line item 

e $8,261. Milfoil gifts (citizens and businesses) 

e $7,333. Grant reimbursements from NHDES 

~ $811. Admin. 

e Total Spend = $22,917. 


DASH efforts began in the June timeframe and continued through October as 
we worked a number of areas in Middle Danforth, the channel to Upper Danforth, 
Upper Danforth (a.k.a. Huckins Pond), the Ossipee River and near the Ossipee 
Lake Marina. Due to the late ice-out in the spring, initial growth was reduced from 
past years, however, as the season progressed and warm weather persisted, growth 
increased. A total of 14 days of work was completed. 


In June we did a herbicide treatment that included 11 acres of Middle 
Danforth and Upper Danforth (Huckins Pond). That was followed by a much 
smaller herbicide treatment (2.7 acres) in September. 


Feedback from lake abutters has been positive towards all of this work. A 
number of residents are again able to use their swimming areas due to the 
significant reduction of variable milfoil. 


Based on fall survey results, NHDES updated our milfoil management plan 
and proposed work for 2015. We were able to apply for and be awarded a state 
grant that covered 25% of the cost of 2015 efforts including up to $8,811. for a 
combination of DASH/hand pulling and/or herbicide treatment. Note that 2015 
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grants do not enjoy the increased funding provided by the increased boater 
registration fees - that begins in 2016.

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HERITAGE COMMISSION 


This Commission was established at the March 2009 Town Meeting for the purpose 
of researching and recording the history of buildings and land features in the Town 
of Freedom, NH, offering education to the public and responding to the Town's 
Board and private organizations and individuals on their questions regarding these 
matters. 


The seven members and five alternates meet five times a year to report, plan and 
transact formal business of the Commission. Agenda and approved meeting 
minutes are available on the Town Web Site and in printed form at the Town Office. 
The public is always welcome at these meetings and to participate in the activities. 


The real work is done by members, associates and friends outside of the meetings. 
We have a list of projects that will take years to accomplish. During 2014 our 
efforts were focused on: 


- Apply for approval to place the Town Hall on the State Registry of 
Historical Places. Town Office was registered and approved in 2011. The 
Bandstand was approved in 2012. The Roller Barn and Masonic Lodge 
were approved in 2013. The Town Hall was approved in 2014 in time for 
the 125th. Anniversary celebration of this structure. A public presentation 
of this history was made at the November Community Club dinner. 


- |The Commission also led an effort to find sponsorship for a bronze plaque 
to be placed on the outside of Town Hall to inform visitors of the state 
designation. Net result was sponsorship for three plaques at no cost to the 
Town: Town Offices, Masonic Lodge & Town Hall. 


- Inventories of sites are available digitally through the Freedom Historical 
Society. The Commission will continue to work with Town Administration 
on a procedure to have research information available to all on the internet. 


- The Commission was available as a resource in the research for and 
application of the Village Store to be placed on the State Registry of 
Historical Places as it was being worked on by a college student intern as a 
class project. Results are expected in 2015. 


- In cooperation with the Historical Society our member, Carol Foord 
conducted a very successful walking tour of the old Parade Grounds North 
East of Town Offices.during OHW.
